have a monument 
in Washington. 
it. is to cost $20,000 and money to 
pay for It has been appropriated by 
the legislature of Pennsylvania, 
of 
which stats General 
Meade 
w‘as a 
resident. All congress is asked to do 
is to set aside $10,000 for a pedestal 
and furnish a suitable site in one of 
the city park reservations of Wash­ 
ington. 
Other Civil war commanders, some 
cf them of no greater renown, have 
been honored with statues In Wash­ 
ington and why not General Meade? 
Statues have been erected to Grant, 
Sherman, 
Sheridan, 
Thomas, 
Mc­ 
Pherson, McClellan. Hancock, Ixtgan 
m d Rawlins, not to mention several 
others. Hancock wag Meade’s subor­ 
dinate in the army of the Potomac, 
and as the head 
of 
that army for 
more than two years Meade was a 
more important personage than Mc­ 
Pherson, Thomas or 
Logan, 
while 
bls military service 
was 
of greyer 
length and presumably of more im­ 
portance than McClellan’s. 
Meade’s admirers claim that under 
his command the army of the Poto­ 
mac 
finally 
fell 
into 
competent 
kands, after having deteriorated 
in 
efficiency under McClellan, Burnside 
and Hooker, 
lie was not a s h o w y 
commander, it 
is 
frankly admitted, 
bvrt he faced the genius of Lee with 
credit, which his predecessors 
had 
failed to do. He was criticised when 
he failed to follow Lee with prompt­ 
ness after Gettysburg, but it is grad­ 
i n g dawning upon 
historians 
that 
bis own army had sustained a shock 
in that 
great 
engagement 
which 
might well have deterred a cautious 
commander front taking risks. 
Although neither 
showy 
nor dar 
ing, it is pointed out that he knew 
bow' to handle troops, and was never 
once taken at a disadvantage by th* 
enemy.
